EW PEOPLE REALIZE that it was the United States Post Office Department's visionary leader- 
ship and commitment to improve mail delivery that spurred the growth of commercial aviation 
in America. » In 1911, Postmaster General Frank Hitchcock was enthused by the prospect of 
transporting mail by air, but Congress had little appetite for funding a new, untested service. To 


promote his cause, Hitchcock authorized experimental airmail flights, swearing in Earle Ovington 
as the “first aeroplane mail carrier.” —s That fall, Ovington flew between Garden City, New 
York, and Mineola. New York, dropping bags of mail to the ground for the postmaster to pick up.

During 191] and 1912, the Department supported exploratory 
flights. In some cases, a pilot would take a mailbag from the 
local postmaster, fly it around, and hand it back after landing. 
Hitcheock wanted the public — and Congress — to hear and 
read about airplanes carrying the mail. 

Enter Otto Praeger. Appointed Second Assistant 
Postmaster General in 1915, the former newspaperman was 
a keen advocate of airmail. In 1918, Praeger helped persuade 
Congress to appropriate $100,000 for the development of 
experimental routes. Lacking planes and pilots of its own, the 
Post Office Department arranged to use those of the Army 
Signal Corps to launch the new service. 

On May 15, 1918, regularly scheduled service began with 
flights connecting Washington, D.C., Philadelphia, and New 
York City. President Woodrow Wilson and hundreds of dig- 
nitaries attended the maiden flight, which ended abruptly 
when the pilot lost his way and crash landed less than 25 
miles from Washington, Nonetheless, three of the four legs 
were completed successfully, and the new airmail service 
was front-page news. 

After three months of operation by the Army, the Post Of- 
fice took over all phases of airmail service, hiring civilian pilots 
and buying six specially built mail planes. The U.S. Air Mail 
Service was up andrunning. 

But the Post Office still had to demonstrate that the service 
was worth the cost and prove that mail could be flown over 
increasing distances and moved faster by air than by train. 
Congress agreed to test flights between New York and Chicago, 
provided the distance could be covered in less than 10 hours. 

In September 1918, two pilots raced each other while 
testing the feasibility of a proposed route, complete with 
refueling stations. Both encountered bad weather and 
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The Department began using the North Platte, Nebraska, airmail field

he new United States Air Mail stamps 

celebrate the courage and foresight 

of those who pioneered airmail 
service and pay homage to stamp designs 
of the early 20th century. 

The Curtiss JN-4H (“Jenny”) biplane, 
shown on these 2018 stamps, was also 
featured on the 24¢ airmail stamps issued 
in 1918 to commemorate the beginning 
of regularly scheduled service. A rush 
to produce the stamps in time for the 
inaugural flight resulted in one 100-stamp 
sheet showing the biplane upside down. 
The printing error made headline news, 
and the “Inverted Jenny” became one of 
the most recognized and coveted rarities 
in philatelic history. 

Like their 1918 predecessors, the 2018 
United States Air Mail stamps are printed 
using the intaglio method. Derived from 
the Italian integliare, meaning “to carve," 
the term describes a technique in which 
the design is etched or engraved into 
the printing surface. Ink is applied to the 
printing plate, then the surface is wiped, 
forcing ink down into the engraved areas. 
Using tremendous pressure, the inked de- 
sign is then transferred to paper, yielding 


crisp lines and a subtle raised texture. 
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The de Havilland DH-4 was retrofitted to carry mail, and the new 
DH-4B became the “workhorse of the airmail service.” In the first 
year alone, DH-4Bs carried over 775 million letters. 


mechanical] difficulties on the flight from New York to Chicago, 
resulting in disappointing times of 37 and 48 hours. But pilot 
Eddie Gardner, despite breaking his nose in a rough landing, 
made the return flight in only 9 hours, 18 minutes. By the 
following year, regular airmail service between New York and 
Chicago was established, and by 1920 airmail was flown by day 
from New York to San Francisco. 

Lack of ground lighting made night flying nearly impos- 
sible, so mailbags were flown during the cay but traveled on 
trains by night. Although this hybrid was 22 hours faster from 
coast to coast than all-rail transit, the Post Office knew that it 
had to show Congress more; mail had to fly around the clock. 
Praeger scheduled the first day and night trips for February 
22-23, 192]. Two airplanes were to leave from each coast, and 
the mail was to travel across country in 36 hours, almost half 
the norma! time. 

Bad weather prevented the westbound flights from mak- 
ing it past Chicago. One of the eastbound flights was held up 
in Omaha, but after landing in Omaha by the light of bonfires 
intrepid pilot Jack Knight volunteered to continue on to 
Chicago at night despite poor weather, His eastbound relay 
team made it to New York, completing the transcontinental 
flight in less the 34 hours. Congress was impressed, allocating 
$125,000,000 for the expansion of airmail service, 

Over the next few years, the Post Office Department in- 
stalled lighted airfields, towers, and beacons across the country. 
Planes were equipped with luminescent instruments, naviga- 
tional lights, and radios. In 1925, Congress passed the Contract 
Air Mail Act, “to encourage commercial aviation and to autho- 
rize the Postmaster General to contract for the Mail Service.” 

By the time the Air Mail Service was fully replaced with 
commercial carriers in 1927, the Post Office had built an entire 
aviation infrastructure, and for the next decade, it was postal 
airmail contracts that supported airline companies until pas- 
senger service became profitable. 

Through its drive to deliver the mail, the Post Office 
Department had delivered an industry.

The first pilot hired after the Post Office assumed 
control of airmail service, Miller raced Eddie 
Gardner between New York City and Chicago in an 
effort to find the best flight paths. 


JACK KNIGHT 

James H. "Jack" Knight was part of a relay team 
that flew 2,629 miles across the country in 
February 1921. After brutal weather set in, Knight 
volunteered to fly the Omaha to Chicago route 

— terrain he had never crossed before ~— in the 
middle of the night. Press reports dubbed him the 
“hero who saved the airmail." 


WILLIAM HOPSON 

“Wild Bill” Hopson earned a name for himself by 
trying to outdo his previous speed records. His 
popularity saved him from reprimands he might 
otherwise have received for stunts and forced 
landings. 


E. HAMILTON LEE 

When Lee's engine caught fire in flight, he side- 
slipped to lose altitude fast, as “it kept the flames 
away from my face and allowed the air stream 

to blow out the fire.” Flames extinguished, Lee 
continued his flight.

Released in celebration of the 1OCth anniversary of U S. Air Mail Service, the stamp design will be 
printed in two colors. One pane of 20 stamps in blue was issued in May, in recognition of the month 
that Army pilots began delivering mail. The second pane of 20 in red will be issued in August, to 
commemorate the month when the U.S. Post Office Department took charge of airmail service.

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With the 2018 STEM Education Forever® stamps, how could this 
important area of study be communicated in a fresh, exciting, and 
visual way? That was the question facing art director Antonio Alcala, 
and the design challenges were numerous. For one, the stamps needed 
to work as a set, conveying the complexity and interrelationships 
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of STEM fields. And in keeping with the goals of STEM 
advocates, the stamps needed to communicate both 
aspiration and inclusion, Proponents maintain that 
STEM fosters valuable problem-solving and _ critical- 
thinking skills that apply to everyday life, even for those 
who never pursue aSTEM career. 

Alcala knew just the person for the job, and he turned 
to David Plunkert, a designer and illustrator whose work 
has appeared in advertising campaigns for Fortune 500 
companies as well as major newspapers, magazines, and 
recording labels. Alcala describes Plunkert as being “very 
adept at multiple visual languages.” 

One of Plunkert’s distinct illustration styles is collage 
— assembling pieces from different images into a new, 
composite whole. This style is basically a cut-and-paste 
technique, but in this case, it was executed digitally. The 
technique also helps to carry some key messaging. For 
instance, each of the large heads is composed of different 
features from vintage photographs — an eye from here, a 
nose from there. 

Plunkert deliberately used mixed features to create 
faces that are universal, underscoring the value of STEM 
education to all Americans, regardless of race or gender, 
as well as one of the key aspects of the STEM movement

— providing equal access to education for minorities and 
underserved populations. 

Developing the Science stamp first, Plunkert 
established the basic motifs that would carry through 
all four: the character head with a ray coming from 
the eye (signifying a look toward the future); floating 
symbols associated with the specific STEM discipline 
(representing the character’s thoughts); the red shape at 
the top, and blue box in lower left containing 5, T, FE, or M. 

These common motifs function as a design system 
that links the stamps visually but also expresses the 
connection between STEM disciplines. When arranged in 
a horizontal row, the red shapes form a continuous band 
across the top, the characters interact with each other, and 
the word STEM is spelled out across the four stamps. 

Plunkert notes that there is also a touch of flag 
imagery. The red and blue, along with the stars, echo the 
importance of STEM in maintaining U.S. leadership in an 
increasingly competitive world. 

Alcala sums it up this way: “These stamps are a non- 
traditional look at STEM education in America...they are 
intriguing and interesting, and show that STEM is not 
limiting or exclusive, They say that STEM education is 
for everyone.”

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A Budding Desire for Peace 


PERHAPS MORE THAN any other flower, the rose is regarded as a symbol of drama, romance, 
and sometimes even intrigue. The history of the Peace rose is no exception. 


Admiring one of the The story of this well-loved rose begins in 1935, with a famous rose-breeding family in France. 

most popular roses of The Meilland family endeavored to create new commercially viable varieties of the rose and had 

alltime crossbred hundreds of roses in this attempt. One of the crosses resulted in a beautiful, unusual 
bloom: yellow petals edged with the most delicate blush of pink. The family named this rose 
Madame A, Meilland. 


As World War II consumed Europe and France was threatened with invasion, two packages 
of this new rose’s budwood were shipped to Germany and Italy for safekeeping with plantsmen 
there, A third package was delivered to the US. consul, who brought it with him as he left France, 
pledging to send the budwood to the Conard-Pyle Company. 

Upon receiving this package, this American rose breeder began to cultivate the rose and gave 
cuttings to other growers, so that the rose could be tested in various soil conditions and climatic 
zones. These early trials were a thrilling success, and the rose was introduced to the general pub- 
lic on April 29, 1945. 

With the world still embroiled in war, American growers decided this special rose needed a 
new name, aname that would refiect the world’s strongest desire: peace. Once the war came to 
an end, rosarians — as those who grow, develop, or simply love roses are sometimes known - 
learned that the Peace rose had been successfully grown in italy and Germany as well. 

In the decades since its creation, the Peace rose has become one of the most popular roses 
in history. With its exceptional coloring, hardiness, and disease resistance, the rose reyolution- 
ized hybrid tea roses and has parented hundreds of popular hybrids. Growing strong as the floral 
symbol of our desire for peace, millions of the original variety of the rose continue to flourish in 
gardens around the world.

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The First American 
Woman in Space 


Celebrating the 
pioneering legacy 
of Sally Ride

WITH HER MEMORABLE voyage into space aboard the space shuttle Challenger, Dr. Sally 
Ride inspired the nation as a pioneering astronaut, brilliant physicist, and dedicated educator. 

Born on May 26, 1951, Ride was a child who thrived in school and in athletics. She excelled in 
science and math, and she was a skillful tennis player, winning a partial tennis scholarship toa 
preparatory school in Los Angeles. It was at this prestigious school that a teacher encouraged 
Ride to pursue science as a career. 

Years later, while finishing her doctorate in physics at Stanford University, Ride learned 
that NASA was seeking astronauts for the new space shuttle program. What caught her eye 
was the fact that women were allowed to apply for the first time. She applied, and after a week 
of interviews and medical exams, and months of waiting, Ride heard that she had been hired. 

In July 1978, she moved to Houston to join a class of astronaut candidates. Her inborn love 
of competition and her strong intellect served her well. After almost three years of honing her 
technical skills at NASA, Ride was the first woman to be named capsule communicator for a 
space shuttle, and she assumed this role for Columbia’s second flight on November 2], 1981. 

Ride’s big break came in 1982, when she became the first woman assigned to a crew for 
flight STS-7 aboard the Challenger shuttle. Her appointment as a mission specialist garnered 
national attention, and she trained closely with her four male crewmates for more than a year.

On June 18, 1983, Sally Ride went on her greatest ad- 
venture when she launched through Earth’s atmosphere 
aboard the shuttle, becoming America’s first woman in space. 
Challenger orbited the planet for six days, and during the 
flight, she manned a robotic arm to deploy several satellites. 
She was adept at maneuvering in weightlessness, proving to 
the world that women were just as capable as men on a space 
mission. 

Ride continued to conduct research and teach others 
until her death on July 23, 2012. Her outstanding achieve- 
ments encouraged generations of students to see no obstacle 
to the final frontier.

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Won't You Be My Neighbor? 


TO GENERATIONS OF CHILDREN, Mister Rogers was a neighbor known 
solely — but deeply — through a television screen. With the groundbreaking public 
television series Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood, Fred Rogers inspired and educated 
countless young viewers with his authentic warmth, honesty, and sensitivity. 

Born in 1928 in Latrobe, Pennsylvania, Rogers earned a degree in music 
composition at Rollins College, where he met and later married his classmate 
Joanne Byrd. He had intended to become a Presbyterian minister but was 
drawn to the new medium of television and its potential to educate America’s 
young people. 

After working for NBC in New York City as an assistant producer for music 
shows, he moved to Pittsburgh in 1953 to help found the educational television 
station WQED. He co-produced The Children’s Corner, a show for which he was 
the musical composer, organist, and puppeteer. 

While working for WQED, he reconsidered his original career goal and 
attended Pittsburgh Theological Seminary during his lunch hours. In 1962, he 
was ordained as a Presbyterian minister, and to better understand the children he 
hoped to reach, he took graduate classes in child development at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

Shortly after his ordination, Rogers began producing a daily children’s 
television show, Mister Rogers, which was first distributed nationally in February 
1968 and later renamed Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood. 

Every episode of the program began with Mister Rogers welcoming his 
viewers into his television home. As he sang the show's theme song, “Won't 
You Be My Neighbor?” he put on his cardigan, changed into sneakers, and then 
introduced the day’s topic. 

Over the years, he addressed many concerns and emotions common to young 
children, helping them to feel confident about who they were. His conversations 
encouraged children to appreciate others and develop curiosity about the world 
around them. He discussed many difficult subjects, including anger, fear, divorce, 
and death. One of his memorable episodes was one in which he sensitively dealt 
with the death of a goldfish in his aquarium. 

During the show’s long run, Rogers won four Daytime Emmy Awards and a 
Lifetime Achievement Emmy. The last new episode of the program aired in 2001, 
and the following year, President George W. Bush presented Rogers with the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom. 

Rogers passed away at his home on February 27, 2003. Yet to those who grew 
up with his smiling face on the television screen, he remains a beloved figure in 
our nation’s collective memory.

The Thrill of the Chase 


TOPICAL COLLECTING is taking off in a tremendous way. Regarded as the fastest-growing 
segment of philately, collecting by topic is often a gateway into the wider world of stamps. 


Collecting Dawn Hamman’s experience is proof of how topical collecting can kick-start a more serious 
by topic in hobby. Hamman began coliecting just six years ago, inspired by her visits to stamp shows with her 
anticipation husband, a lifelong collector. She’s now a vice president of the American Topical Association and 
of StampShow writes regularly for their award-winning journal, Topical Time. 

2018 | There are three primary ways people begin topical collecting, according to Hamman. Either 


they choose a subject related to their career (e.g, medicine, architecture, science); a hobby (e.g., 
seashells, cats, scouting); or simple interest and appeal. “It’s a fun way to collect. There doesn’t 
have to be a reason why you pick a topic,” Hamman says. “That’s the great thing about topical 
collecting: It’s very creative and flexible.” 

To assist topical collectors, the ATA maintains a robust database of stamps by subject and 
publishes detailed checklists that help people search for stamps to add to their focused collections. 

The thrill of the chase keeps many topical collectors engaged. “It’s often said that a topical 
collection is always complete, because it is what it is”” Hamman says. “When you want to stop, 
that’s fine, but most people don’t stop. They love the hunt.” 

StampShow 2018 in Columbus, Ohio, is the main attraction of the year for collectors around 
the country. The ATA is co-hosting the event with the American Philatelic Society, and Hamman 
is excited to interact with fellow collectors and dive deeper into stamp subjects. 

In celebration of the Dragons stamp release, the show will feature several dragon-centric 
events, including a speaker who will give an overview of the mythical creatures. 

“Tm looking forward to meeting people who collect differently than I do,” Hamman says. 
“There are tremendous opportunities to interact with other collectors at the show.”
